"She  was  my  favorite  teacher,  " say  many  students  when  they  are  asked  what  they  remember  about 
Mrs.  Nichols.  "She  was  Miss  Mary  Bryant  when  she  taught  me  in  the  fourth  grade,"  said  one  senior, 
"and  she  had  taught  that  grade  for  many  years;  enough  so  that  she  had  taught  my  father  in  his  fourth 
grade  year.  He  had  great  respect  for  her  and  he  passed  that  respect  down  to  me.  " Others  said  things  like; 
"Because  I liked  her,  I studied  hard  that  year",  or  "I  remember  Mrs.  Nichols  because  she  was  kind,  and 
for  the  first  time  since  we  had  started  school,  we  were  treated  rather  grown-up".
